London, April 5.—5 a. m.—It looks to- 
day as though the Boers had conceived 
the audacious plan of attempting to in- 
vest Lord Roberts at Bloemfontein, or at 
least to endeavor to, delay his north- 
ward advance by harrassing the British 
lines of communication. 

On his side Lord Roberts is concentrat- 
ing his forces and preparing to take every 
edvantage of the bold. but risky tactics 
of the enemy. He is not likely to strike 
at any of their forces until he is certain 
of delivering a’ crushing blow. 

The situation, in tne absence of any 
official dispatch from Lord Roberts, is 
both mystifying and interesting. There 
is little doubt that Lord Roberts is ham- 
pered by the necessity for remounts and 
transports, and the of the convoy 
guns and all of Colonel Broadwood's bag- 
gage was a serious matter. The Boers 
are now trusting to what they believe to 
be their superior mobility. 

The special correspondents at the front 
are now denouncing Lord Roberts's pol- 
icy of leniency toward the Free Staters, 
and are calling for an abandonment of 
that policy.

10 BE EXAMINED 


Board Meets in Macon June 6th, for 
That Purpose. 


EXAMINATION TO BE RIGID 


Bill of Exceptions in the Annexation 
Case. 


HAS BEEN SENT TO SUPREME COURT 


A Lively Time Politically in Bibb 


County—Candidates Are Numer- 
ous—General News.

Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., April 4.—(Special.)\—The em- 
baimers in the state of Georgia will soon 
undergo an examination before the state 
board of embalming, created by an act 
passed at the last session of the state 
legislature. lor past years there has 
been no law in the state controlling the 
embalmoers, and it has been an easy thing 
for anybody to set up as a first-class em- 
balmer. It was not necessary to hold a 
diploma from any college of embalming in 
order to practice in this state, nor was it 
necessary to hold a license from any 
board under the control of the state. 

Several prominent embalmers took the 
matter In hand last year and are respon- 
sible the law passed. The law pro- 
vided that a state board be appointed by 
the governor. The duties of the board 
nold examinations, and those in 
the state desiring to continue the prac- 
tice could do so by going before the 
board. and making the required average 
on a written examination. 

The board consists of five of the most 
prominent embalmers in the state, W. C. 
Piatt. of Augusta, president: Louis H. 
Burghard, of Macon, secretary; E. H. 
Brown, of Atlanta; H. M. Patterson. of 
Atlanta, and W. C. Torbett, of Columbus. 

This board held a meeting in Atlanta 
some time ago and named June 6th as the 
day for the examination to be held. The 
law enacted goes into effect on July Ist, 
and the time for the examination will 
give the members of the board an oppor- 
tunity to examine the papers. 

Notices have beén sent out to the em- 
balmers of the state, notifying them of 
the time. The examination will be held 
in Macon. Secretary Burghard said to- 
day that he had received responses from 
a number of embalmers and that. many 
had already begun to study for the com- 
ing examination. 

The examination will be very rigid, and 
those who are successful in making the 
required average will be given a license 
to practice, while those who fail will not. 
After the first examination in Macon the 
board will sit at differ=nt places in the 
state for the benefit of those who are un- 
able to come here. 

Mr. Burghara says it will uplift the pro- 

fession to a remarkable degree and that 
the law should have been in effect years 
ago. 
The members of the board will meet in 
a few days to arrange the questions for 
the examination, and to decide on the 
necessary average. About two hundred 
men are expected here on June 6th. 


Bill of Exceptions Filed. 

The bill of exceptions to the injunction 
granted by Judge Felton, permanently 
restraining the city from calling an elec- 
tion for annexation, was filed in the of- 
fice of the clerk of the superior court 
this morning. The bill was sent down to 
Perry Monday,;night in order that Judge 
Felton could sign it, and this afternoon 
it was forwarded to the supreme court. 

It is hoped by the attorneys for the city 
that an early hearing can be secured in 
the supreme court. The Dill is termed a 
“foot bill,” and the lawyers here state 
that it will probably be heard in Atlanta 
within tthe next twenty days. 

The bill alleges that the court erred on 
every ground in granting the injunction 
suit. It is claimed that the act of 1897 1s 
unconstitutional. Much stress is laid on 
this point. The attorneys in the case 
tre among the most prominent in Geor- 
gia. 

In the event the supreme court over- 
rules the decision of Judge Felton, the 
election will be called at once, and every 
effort by the city to bring in the suburbs 
be used. On the other hand, how- 
ever, if the decision of Jikige Felton is 
sustained, the city will rest until the 
meeting of the general assembly in Octo- 
ber, and a bil] will be introduced by one 
of the repftesentatives to make the out- 
lying territory a part of the city. The 
annexation question will figure promi- 
nently in the coming legislative race. 

Candidates, Galore. 

At present there are more candidates 
for the legislature in Bibb county than 
there are for solicitor general, but three 
representatives are to be elected to the 
legislature, while there is to be only one 
solicitor. 

The candidates up to date, with a strong 
probability of more entering, are: , pee Ft 
Carling, Joe H. Hall, T. S. Felder, Wai- 
ter Harris, J. G. Strohecker, T. H. Ayer, 
. J. Kilbourn, Jim Johnson and Mal- 
colm Ayer. 

A majority of the candidates are in fa- 
vor of annexation. Nearly 
in the county will have opposition with 
the exception of Ordinary Wiley. 

One of the strongest fights will be that 
of Abe Davis against Joe Hollis for coro- 
ner. 

Bob Nisbet will have no opposition as 
clerk of the superior court.

AN OPPORTUNITY FOR THE DEMOCRATIC PARTY. 

For the first time in the history of this country, so far as we 
Know, a political party has deliberately defied the known will of the 
people, flouted the popular demands made on it, and rejected the ad- 
vice of mine-tenths of its partisan newspapers and of its best and ablest 
men. Against the almost unanimous protests of their constituents, the 
republican congressmen (some of them repudiating their own avowed 
convictions) passed the Porto Rican tariff bul. The republican senators 
have just completed the work, and the measure which outrages justice 
and gives the lie to all the pledges, official and unofficial, that have been 
made to the Porto Ricans, who received the officials of our government 
with open arms and hailed them as deliverers, will soon become a law. 

It will become a law because the president has long ago turned his 
back on what he declared was “our plain duty,” and has cheapened the 
high dignity of his office by sending for republican congressmen, but- 
tonholing them and begging them, for the sake of party harmony, to 
repuidate their convictions and defy. the will of their constituents. 

The bill which has thus beenlogrolled through both bramches of 
congress is something more than a tariff measure. It goes deeper 
and reaches farther than any other imposition of taxes under our laws. 
We have here a most brutal and violent revival of King George’s the- 
ory that colonies may be taxed without representation; and it has been 
loudly claimed by the republicans in the house and ip the senate that 
the Porto Ricans, although they owe allegiance to the flag, possess 
none of the rights and privileges guaranteed by the constitution. Nat- 
urally, this doctrine is not only new, but obnoxious to our institutions 
and traditions, and the fact that it has been embraced by the repub- 
licah leaders in the face of the most violent opposition on the part of 
republican voters, shows that there is a mare powerful element in the 
background than the interests supposed to be represented by the tobacco 
growers and the sugar trust. 

The measure nullifies every republican claim in behalf of expansion, 
and gives the lie to every pledge made by Mr. McKinley in the speeches 
that he has delivered in various parts of the country since the various 
questions relating to our new acquisitions have been under discussion. 
It is, in short, an affirmation and an indorsement of the policy which 
the American colonies took up arms to resist when this curse was 
forced upon them by the pretensions of George III and his prime min- 
ister, Lord North. 

The American view, the true view, is that every step that has been 
taken by this government, from the declaration of war to the ratifica- 
tion of the Paris treaty, has been under the terms of and strictly in 
accordance with the terms of the constitution—the proceedings other- 
Wise being null and void. But in this Porto Rican tax measure, we 
are given to understand that congress can act outside the constitution, 
and that if motives of honesty and fair dealing prevail, why then we 
must go the whole length and give the Porto Ricans representation in 
congress. 

What political result this outrageous and un-American measure will 
have it is too soon to predict, but it seems to us that the democrats, put- 
ting aside for the time being the issues that have heretofore seemed 
to be importan,t should address themselvs especially and particularly 
to the issue formulated in the Porto Rican tariff measure. We do not 
mean, of course, that the democrats should drop or belittle the issues 
of 1896, Dut these have been fully discussed; the arguments for and 
against have been laid before the people at great length and in large 
volume; so that there is no necessity now of setting forth facts that 
the people clearly understand. 

But for the moment this challenge of the rights of the people and 
the power of the constitution by the elements that foster the trusts and 
control the republican party is the most impressive and urgent issue 
before the people. The Porto Rican measure demonstrates that the 
republican policy is not expansion, as Mr. McKinley declared 
it was, but downright impe rialism—the denial to the  in- 
habitants of a territorial pOssession of the United States of 
the rights, privileges and immunities guaranteed to them by the 
organic law of the land. With this issue (which deals with the funda- 
mental principles of the government), the democrats should have no 
trouble in winning next fall. The Porto Rican measure is nof only an 
outrage on justice and honesty, but it embodies a direct and downright 
defiance of the will of the people. 

We do not expect, of course, that the republican newspapers which 
have been indignantiy denouncing the policy of their party leaders 
will carry their opposition any farther than the protests that have been 
made. They will fall into line, relucantly, it may be, at first, but by the 
time the campaign begins they will be engaged in an effort to convince the 
voters that the matter is not as Serious as they had supposed, \and they 
will begin to find reasons why the measure is in line with American 
patriotism. 

But the republican opponentsof the Porto Rican outrage have gone 
too far to deceive the people hereafter by apy change of front. Their 
denunciations will stand; their arguments in behalf of justice, and right, 
and duty cannot be wiped out. The honest voters of the country will 
be under no obligations to change their views because of a party neces- 
sity. From the beginning of parties down to the present time the 
voters have always been independent of party when great questions are 
to be decided. They have destroyed parties and built up new ones, and 
though at times their course has been questionable, in the long run 
they are found to be oftener right thah wrong. 

There is no doubt that the suDserviency of the republican leaders to 
the trusts and to the elements behind the trusts, has had the effect of 
demoralizing the party. How far that demoralization will grow and 
spread depends, in our opinion, entirely on the course of the democratic 
party in dealing with this. great issue.

He finally became 
a conductor and kept up his habit of 
observation, which brought him the 
best employment in that line, and led 
to his selection whenever a special 
party was to be piloted over the road, 
The railroad company felt that in 
sending a party of gentlemen on a 
tour of observation it owed to them 
the presence of the most intelligent 
employee which it possessed. Thus 

Mr. Vreelman was thrown in with 
men who were looking out for as- 
sistants. He was ready to answer 
évery question asked, he anticipated 
inquiries, he knew more about the 
railroad than did its president and its 
whole board of directors, and while it 
was a surprise to him, it was not s0 
much so to one who studied the facts, 
to find that one day he was elected di- 
rector of the company he served, and 
immediately was promoted to the of- 
fice of president of the whole road. 

The lesson of this is that while cor- 
porations may amass large properties, 
they cannot manage them without the 
aid of expert men who, under other 
conditions, would have been the pro- 
prietors. The only way in which 
they can gain the service of such men 
is by paying them and paying them 
well, so that they may look upon the 
business as their own. There is not 
& corporation in the United States 
today but has its eyes wide open for 
the particular young man who can 
extend its business and carry on its 
trade. 

Therefore, putting these two inci- 
dents together, The Constitution would 
say to the young men of the country 
Stay at home and work out the golden 
opportuities which surround you: 

Make yourselves perfect in some 
calling; never loiter upon the way. 
There are men about you who have 
the money, but who lack the ability 
to use it. These men need your ser- 
vice, and they will pay for it. All 
you have to do fs to qualify yourselves 
so that these men cannot afford to do 
without you. 

The quotation which we give above 
from Mr. Vreelman should be cut out 
and read every night by every young 
man in the land.

republic. Three years later he awarded 
Since the 
award there have been frequent rumors 
that Great Britain would acquire the 
territory, but the pride of Portugal 
always prevented the sale. 

In 1883 Colonel McMurdo, an Ameri- 
can citizen, obtained from Por-usal 
a concession to construct a railway 
from Lourenzo Marquez to Komati- 
poort on the Transvaal border. He 
pushed the work, but died before it 
was finished. Thereupon the Portu- 
guese government, taking advantage of 
a technical breach of contract, because 
of the noncompletion of the line to Pre- 
toria, as originally agreed upon, can- 
celled the concession and confiscated 
the railway. This was on June 24. 
1889. The shareholders protested, and 
after vigorous representations on the 
part of the British and United States 
governments, Portuga] consented after 
long delays, to refer the matter to arbl- 
tration. The Swiss court was appoint- 
ed for this purpose. The railroad was 
opened in 1894. 

The political interest which Great 
tritain takes in this case is the con- 
trol of the Delagoa railroad, which 
connects the coast with the Transvaal, 
If the commission had awarded such 
damages that Portuga] could not have 
paid them, then the English govern- 
ment stood ready to step in and take 
control: but as it is, Portugal stands 
ready to pay the $3,060,000. 

In accounting for Portugal's readi- 
ness to pay this money, the London 
Chronicle suggests an intrigue which 
would compromise the high commis- 
sioners by making the statement that: 

We would not be surprised to find that 
Pregident Kruger had thoughtfully bank- 
ed a nice sum to enable Portugal to pay 
the indemnity, and so to provide against 
ithe contingency he foresaw so clearly in 
March, 1888. On the other hand, Presi- 
dent Kruger has had al] the value he is 
likely to get out of Delagoa Bay, and he 


is not the man to pay for favors received | 


if they can be had for nothing. In this 
state of uncertainty we should be glad 
to have some announcement from Lord 
Salisbury. 

The sum awarded is as great a sunprise 
as has been the unconscionable’ time 
taken by the arbitrators in arriving at a 
decision. 

All of which goes to show that ar- 
bitration is a very good thing when 
it goes the right way. If the commis- 
Sioners had placed themselves under 
English influence, and rendered a de- 
cision unjust to the weaker nation, 
its members would have been honored 
with stars and garters and offier odd 
decorations lying round loose in Wind- 
sor castle. But as it is, there will be 
no decorations and arbitration has re- 
ceived a black eye,.

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a Veils as a Good and as an Evil, 


This is the season when a woman feels 
that,ghe must protect her fluffy hair and 
her flowers and feathers by at least a 
hin veil, if not one wf the latest style, 
which has dots almost as large as a sil- 
yer dime sprinkled here dnd there upon 
In fact in the present style of wear- 
their hair, and the hats as a rule of 
protection, the veil seems a neces- 
sary accessory to the toilet, whether it 
is becoming or not. And the present 
style does not admit of their being worn 
in a loose, fluffy fashion, which makes 
them more comfortable and less injurious 
ro the eyes, but they must be worn con- 
fned with no fullness to the brim of the 
hat and then caught under the chin and 
drawn back so as to protect the back 
hair 

Worn in this way they may be a pr>- 
tectiog to the hair, and these March days 
the hatpin in keeping ,the hat 
but the veils worn this way reap 
for the oculist and the skin 
specialist. Coming in 
evelashes, the veil not only catches in 
them, but irritates the eyelids, and in the 
effort to see clearly through the veil the 
hest of eyes are drawn, and a wrinkle in 
spite of all precautions will make itself 
evident on the forehead between the eyes. 
The dotted veils are more pernicious in 
their effect than any other, though very 
becoming they may be to the average 
face. The white veils are less disastrous 
to the complexion than the black ones, 
but eden worse upon the eyes, and the 
modish white chiffon vells Worn so much 
in summeyY are the very worst things that 
can be worn. 

The effects of the black ‘dotted veils 
upon the skin are obvious. In their mesh- 
es they absorb particles of dust that 
sooner or -later adhere to the skin and 
make the very objectionable “black 
heads’ that all women try to avold. In 
one or two instances dermatologists de- 
clare women have had their skins pois 
oned from wearing the cheaper qualities 
of black veiling. 

Despite these evils, however, women to 
be stylish, muS8t wear veils, and the sooner 
they make up their minds to wear them 
fensibly the better it will be for eyes and 
complexion. By gathering the veil sligh*- 
iy at the brim of the hat in front, end 
then catching the upper ends at the back 
of the hat, it will hang ‘oosely, not coming 
in contact with the most sweeping lashes, 
or the mest delicate skin. The lower 
corrers of the veil may be brought up 
and caught to the back of the hat with- 
out tightening it about the fact and in 
this way the hair is protected and the 
eyes and complexion also. The fashion of 
thus wearing it may not be attractive, 
but it is the cnly way to derive the good 
of the veil and avoid its evils, 


The Women of Japan. 


The international interest now centered 
in Japanese affairs make interesting 
especially the people and their present 
status. in educational lines. In the 
American Kitchen Magazine of recent 
date, Miss Bacon writes of the girls and 
women of Japan in part, as follows: 

‘‘As the Japanese girl passes from girl- 
hood to womanhood; she is the object of 
much love and care and solicitude; but 
she does not grow uv irresponsible 
or untrained to meet the duties which 
womanhood will surely bring to her. She 
must learn all the duties which fall upon 
a wife and mother of a Japanese house- 
hold, as well as obtain the instruction in 
books and mathematics that is coming to 
be more and more a necessity for the 
women of Japan. She must take a certain 
gesponsibility in the household, must see 
that tea is made for the guests who may 
be received by her parents—in all but the 
families of highest rank, must serve it 
herself. Indeed, it is quite the custom in 
families of the higher classes, should a 
guest whom it is desired to receive with 
special honor dine at the house, to servs 
the meal, not with the family, but sepa- 
rately for the father and his visitor; and 
it is the duty of the wife or daughter, of- 
ten the latter, to wait on them. This is 
in honor of the guest, not on account of 
the lack of servants, for there may be 
any number of them within call, or even 
in the back part of the room, ready to 
receive from the hands of the young girl 
what she has removed. She must, there- 
fore, know the proper etiquette of the ta- 
ble, how to serve carefully and neatly, 
and, above all, have the skill to apply the 
sake bottle, so that the house may keep 
up its reputation for hospitality. Should 
guests arrive in the absence of her pa- 
rents, she must receive and: entertain 
them until the master or the mistress of 
the house returns. She also feels a cer- 
care about the behavior of the 
younger members of the family, especially 
in the absence of the parents. In these va- 
rious ways She is trained for taking upon 
herself the: cares of a household when 
the time comes. 

“In all but the very wealthiest and most 
aristocratic families, the dau;Paters of the 
house do a large part of the simple house- 
work. In a house with no furniture, no 
carpets, no bric-a-brac, no mirrors, pic- 
ture frames or glasses to be cared for, no 
stoves or furnaces, no windows to wash, 
a large part of the cooking to be done 
outside, and no latest styles to be imi- 
tated in clothing, ‘the-amount of work to 
be done by women is considerably dimin- 
ished, but still there remains enough to 
take a good deal of time. Every morning 
there are beds to be sviled up and stored 
away in the closet, the mosquito nets to 
be taken down, the rooms to be swept, 
dusted and aired before breakfast. Be- 
sides this, there is the washing and polish- 
ing of the engawa or piazza, which runs 
around the outside of a Japanese house 
between the shoji, or paper screens that 
serve as windows, and the amado, or 
sliding shutters, that are closed only at 
night, or during heavy, driving rains. 
Breakfast is to be cooked and served, 
dishes to be washed (in cold water); and 
then perhaps there is marketing to be 
done, either at shops outside or from tho 
vendors of fish-and vegetables, who bring 
their huge baskets of provisions to the 
deor; but after these duties are perform- 
ed, it is possible to sit down quietly to the 
day’s work of sewing, studying, or what- 
ever else may suit the taste or necessi- 
ties of the housewife. 

“Of sewing there is always a good deal 
to be done, for many Japanese dresses 
must be taken to pieces whenever they 
are washed, and are turned, dyed, and 
made over again and again, so long as 
there is a shred of the original material 
left to work upon, There is washing, too, 
to be done, 
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ing, the cotton garments, which are usual- 
ly washed without ripping, must be hung 
up on a bamboo pole passed through the 
armholes, and pulled smooth and straight 
before they dry; and the silk, always 
ripped into breadths before washing, must 
be smoothed while wet upon a board 
which is set in the sun until the silk is 
dry. 

“Then there are the every day dishes 
whic h our Japanese maiden must learn to 
prepare. The proper boiling of rice is in 
itself a study.. The construction of the 
various soups which form the staple in 
the Japanese bill of fare; the preparation 
of mochi, a kind of rice dough, which is 
prepared at the New Year, or to send to 
friends on various festival occasions; 
these and many other branches of the cu- 
linary art must be mastered before the 
young girl is prepared to assume the cares 
of married life.’’
